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REPORT OF HIGHWAY AGENT 


January 1, 1958 


The past year we came out very close on our appropriations. Near the 
end of the year we had alot of rainy weather, with no snow plowing to do we 
replaced one hundred and eight feet of ten inch culvert and thirty-six feet of 
fifteen inch. We also graveled most of Francesca Drive, some at Governors 
Lake and drilled rocks that interfered with the snow plows. 


Tires were bought for the Grader, which puts them in good condition 
for the coming year, and the brakes were renewed. Last winter we had one 
spline come loose on the hub to the grader, which was quite costly. The bill 
came in on this year. 


We had a little tarring money left this year. A section of the Harriman 
Hill Road was graveled two years ago and if let go another year would have 
had to been re-graveled. With the money that was left we tarred that section 
to prevent it from washing. 


We have a hydraulic wing for each truck now which is a great saving 
for the town, especially in the village on short streets. One of the plows is 
new, the other is in very poor condition and will have to be replaced this 
Spring. The cost will be in the vicinity of $800.00. If this replacement is 
made the Highway Department should be in excellent shape for some time.

Be it ordained by the Board of Health and the Selectmen of the Town of 
Raymond, New Hampshire, as follows: 


Section 1: No person or persons or Town or State or its Agents shall 
dump or throw any waste, rubbish, brush, paper or garbage 
into or onto this dumping property, except during the hours the 
dump is open for the Public's use and the Supervisor of the 
dump is in attendance.

Section 3: No fires shall be started or permitted in said dump without 


first obtaining a fire permit from the Raymond Forest Fire 
Warden.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Consolidated School in said district 
on the 10th day of March, 1958, at eight o'clock In the afternoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose two Members of the School Board for the ensuing three 
years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board and Truant 
Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers or agent of the 
district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or Officers 
chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation to any subject 
embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and appropriate for 
the support of schools, for the salaries of school district officials and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize 
the application against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be 
received from the state foundation aid fund together with other Income; the 
school board to certify to the selectmen the balance between the estimated 
revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town. 


9. To see if the district will vote hereafter to use a check list for the 
election of its officers beginning with the 1959 annual district meeting and 
wiil adopt for its school check list the town check list as provided in RSA 
197:12A, as inserted by the Laws of 1957, Chapter 57. 


10. To see if the district will vote to instruct the Moderator to appoint a 
committee of five voters within ten days to work in conjunction with the 
School Board for the following purposes: 


1. To study the question of forming a cooperative school district from 
the following points of view: 

a. Financially, by examining the costs of maintaining a school 
system entirely by local effort as compared to a cooperative system. 

b. Educationally, by comparing the courses of study and 
other educational activities. 

c. Economically, by examining the educational needs of the 
community from a long range point of view. 

2. This appointed committee to vote with the School Board on articles 
to be presented at a special meeting of the school district, articles from both 
the majority vote and minority vote tobe inserted in the warrant, said special 
meeting to be held on June 3, 1958. 


11. To see if the school district will vote to petition the State Board of 
Education to become a part of a cooperative secondary school district com- 
prising the present school districts of Brentwood, Fremont and Raymond, or 
any three or more of said districts. 


12. If the preceding article is adopted, to see if the district will elect 
two representatives to serve on an Interim Committee who shall prepare a 
financial budget for the operation of the proposed cooperative school district, 
and to include in the organization warrant anarticle calling for anappropria- 
tion for the operation of the proposed cooperative school district during the 
first year and such other items of business as need to be acted upon at the 
organization meeting.

ARE WE ALL AWARE OF THESE FACTS? 


We have problems at both the Elementary and Secondary level. 
At the Elementary level we lack space and teachers. 
At the Secondary level we lack courses, teachers and space. 


If the four High School Classes were taken out of Raymond High School we would only have 1 empty room in September of this year, 1958. That, providing we didn't have 
a library or a remedial group of children. In that case they would all be filled. 


There are enough children enrolled to have 2 First Grades, 2 Second Grades, 1 Third Grade, 1 Fourth Grade, 2 Fifth Grades, 1 Sixth Grade, 1 Seventh Grade, and an 
Eighth Grade. Eleven Classes in the first eight grades in September of THIS YEAR -- 1958. 


In September of THIS year we must meet Minimum Standards for our High School, or show that we are moving in that direction in the very near future, or we will not be an 
APPROVED High School. The State Department of Education does not expect that a small town can do this over night, but it does expect us to make an HONEST effort. 


There is no practical solution that will solve all of our problems, HOWEVER, there is one solution that will solve most of our problems in a sensible as well as economically 
sane fashion----A COOPERATIVE HIGH SCHOOL. 


In order to have a well rounded curriculum along with a varied program of Social Relations and a varied Athletic program it is necessary to have from 300 to 500! students. 
This could be done COOPERATIVELY at a cost that would be easily met and most economical. Raymond has less than 100 High School Students. 


With 300 Students we could offer a good varied program of Courses, a good varied program of Social Relations and a much more varied program of Athletics, all this at a 
price we could afford. 


COOPERATIVELY we could afford experienced top flight teachers for just a fraction of the cost. 


Estimated figures show that Raymond's share in a COOPERATIVE HIGH SCHOOL would be in the neighborhood of 37% of the cost, AFTER the State Building Aid allowance 
of 50% to a four town COOPERATIVE. 


State building Aid for local building is 30%. 
Should we consider both problems in Raymond at this time it would be wise to consider, 
Class rooms cost an average $15,000 EACH. 
With our projected enrollments it would be unwise to even consider building anything less than 10 or 12 rooms. 
The above would only solve part of the problem. 
A vocational shop of adequate size, equipped, without any frills, would cost an estimated $50,000.00. 


Add to the aforementioned the areas of Fine Arts, Physical Education, the necessity, because of class growths, of having a teacher for English, Languages, 
Mathematics, the Sciences etc. What then?

In recent years it has become increasingly popular for certain persons who 
have had an opportunity to study educational theory and method, but who no 
longer practice in education, to write for national periodicals and lecture to 
interested groups. Most parents and citizens, being interested in the future 
of their children and nation, tend to accept very much of what these persons 
have to say. Unfortunately, too many of these persons have an axe to grind 
as a result of a frustation or hurt they have experienced. In the process of 
"knocking" anything progressive or different, or qualified authority, they 
eventually get to the personal side which reveals their real motive. 


It is unfortunate that it is so much easier to condemn, to ridicule and to 
abuse than it is to analyze and think constructively. It is more unfortunate 
that many parents and citizens take the easy way and accept so much of this 
literary and verbal smog. Real authoritative educational thought asks you to 
accept nothing without critical analysis of a body of information. This is the 
hard way, to be sure, but the only fair way for the sincerely infelligent per- 
son. 


There is presented below in table form a portion of a quantity of statistics 
tabulated by the Office of Educational Finance of the State Department of 
Education from records of each school district on file with them. The school 
districts detailed below are those which, first, are of a comparable wealth, 
as indicated in the column "Valuation per Pupil," and secondly, maintain 
public schools up through high school, or thirdly, are a cooperative of small 
local districts.

Notice that the average salary paid elementary teachers in Raymond equals 
or exceeds that of 15 of the 25 listed and is less than 9. The median salary 
paid high school men teachers equals or exceeds 3 of 25 and is less than 21. 
Salary paid high school women teachers in Raymond equals or exceeds 9 and 
is less than 15. Contributing to the difficulty of a given position as principal 
are, teaching as well as administering, a wide grade range and a large en- 
rollment increasing the volume of administrative burden. Qualifications 
which should then command the high salary are versatility in teaching and 
administrating experience, ability in same and length of experience. 


It is to be hoped that these statistics will indicate just where Raymond is 
even and behind towns of comparable per pupil wealth. It should be obvious 
that particularly in the cases of our high school and junior high teachers we 
do not offer competitive salaries and thus are fortunate to secure well quali- 
fied teachers and more than fortunate to retain those we do secure. We 
should not lose sight of the fact that today's beginning teacher has a degree 
which represents an investment of thousands of dollars in money spent and 
earnings lost while attending college. An ambitious teacher, intent on im- 
provement, must spend money and time during the "vacation" period attend- 
ing summer school. A salary of $3400. is $65. per week before taxes, not 
exactly a salary of professional standards. If we are to hold our teachers to 
professional standards our salaries must begin to approach professional levels. 


Is there any wonder that young graduates spurn teaching for positions which 
will be less satisfying but enable them to support their families in a better 
manner. Those who do stick with teaching are, in the most part, truly dedi- 
cated people who are entitled at least to the gratitude of the whole commu- 
nity and deserve their utmost respect and thanks.

To the School Board of Raymond: 


May | present my eleventh annual report of the schools of Raymond, New 
Hampshire? 


This year it was mecessary to replace five teachers out of fifteen. Mr. 
Bryant, Mrs. Backman, Mr. Chase and Mr. McNamara were elected to re- 
place Mr. O'Connor, Mr. Haus, and Mrs. DeLisle. Separate teachers were 
elected for mathematics and science while another was assigned to both 
Grade 8 English, and French. Just before the holidays Miss Cronin resigned 
because of ill health and Mrs. Waterhouse kindly agreed to finish the year in 
the grade. 


Again this year your attention is called to the fact that this turnover of 
from five to seven teachers occurs every year. Is It possible to elect teachers 
of high caliber and pay them what they are worth in order to eliminate this 
situation each year? Parents, citizens, and even board members complain 
every year because we are either unable to hold the good teachers or have 
to take an inferior product. The children in Raymond are [ust as important 
as those in any other part of the state and If a good teacher is available, why 
not hire that teacher even if it does cost more money? 


There are one or two important factors that should be brought to the atten- 
tion of every citizen of the town. These factors have to do with the future of 
your schools, especially the high school. 


Not too long ago a committee of men from the State Department of Edu- 
cation spent a day in the high school looking over the plant, the staff, and 
the curriculum as well as the facilities for all school activities. The purpose 
of this visit was to determine just how well the school measured up to the 
minimum requirements and standards for the secondary snoatt in the state as 
set up by the State Board of Education. 


This committee divided its report into two parts; (1) action necessary 
under the minimum standards, and (2) action strongly recommended. 


Under necessary action to meet the minimum requirements there were seven 
points that were reported. 


1. Practical and vocational arts must be expanded to provide 12 units; 
only 10 units are now being taught. The additional subjects should be in 
fields appropriate for boys. This means the addition of a General Industrial 
Arts course and/or a Vocational Agriculture course. In so doing there is an 


obvious advantage to plan this program to include an adequate Genera] Shop 
for Grades 7-8. 


2. Requirements call for three opportynities in the field of music 
and/or art. There are none today. Because instruction in these fields Is 
equally important for grades 1-8, two full time teachers, one in music and 
one in art to serve grades 1-12, are necessary. 


3. Class in English 9 (Freshmen) exceeds the minimum requirement of 
40 pupils. Other arrangements must be made which will require the installa- 
tion of another teacher. 


4. The maximum number of different class preparations a day is five. 
We have at least one teacher carrying six. This type of overload must be 
eliminated. 


5. The minimum time for all class periods shall be 45 minutes exclu- 
sive of passing time. Another year this situation must be adjusted which will 
undoubtedly mean a longer school day. 


6. More time must be given to Office Practice classes another year to 
meet requirements; this will also increase the length of the school day. 


7. The school as it stands today has no room space for adequate library 
facilities and some attempt must be made to remedy the situation. When and 
if any building expansion is developed, care should be taken to include such 


space. 


The above seven points must be considered in the program to be set up 
beginning in September 1958. If you will think a moment you will see that 
no matter how we work it out, the district is going to have to add at least 
three and probably four more teachers - one or two in Industrial Arts, one in 
art, one in music, one in English in combination with science, languages, 
or mathematics. 


This, then, introduces another question which in the past few weeks has 
been discussed considerably - where are these added teachers to be housed? 
How shall this expansion be set up - to take care of the district of Raymond 
or in combination with other districts in this vicinity? Whatever is finally 
decided, we do know that unless something is done immediately, or at least 
an honest attempt is made, Raymond High School will not become an ac- 
credited high school. 


Under action strongly recommended, which as you know as well as | do, 
it will not be too long before these recommendations will become require- 


ments, it is necessary for the district to look far enough into the future and 
make adequate preparations. 


1. Reduce teaching loads to at least five a day with an average en- 
rollment of 25-30 pupils per class. In the fields of science and industrial 
arts these numbers may even have to be lowered. 


2. Are the needs of the students being now adequately met? Particu- 
lar attention should be given to the following: 


a. The absence of any systematic courses in health and physi- 
cal education represents a serious limitation in your program. This is unfortu- 
nate in view of the fine gymnasium which is not being used to its full poten- 
tial which thus causes a needless financial and educational loss. 

b. The existing two-year sequence in modern language (French) 
instruction should be expanded to three. 

c. A more adequate program of pupil guidance services should 
be developed. At least a half-time guidance counselor should be added to 
the staff. This shouldbe expanded to include both secondary and elementary. 


3. A school library is completely inadequate either as a pupil service 
or as a tool for learning. A teacher should be given the time, responsibility, 
and financial support to develop and maintain an adequate library. After 
establishing such an educational need, at least $1.50 per pupil should be set 
aside each year for its maintenance - in Raymond this would amount to nearly 
$700.00 a year on present enrollments. 


4. More space should be provided for science and home economics. 
The present situation seriously restricts instructional opportunities. Unless 
and until the expansion of these areas are completed, class enrollments larger 
than 15 students will continue to create serious teaching problems. 


5. This committee was very much impressed with you faculty as a 
teaching team. It recommends therefore; that in order to get the full benefit 
of these men and women, both personnel and salary policies should be care- 
fully and continuously restudied in an effort to make certain that teachers 
are retained for several years. 


6. In keeping with the growing responsibilities placed upon your 
principal, it is further recommended that he be provided with a part time, 
paid secretary. 


In studying these recommended procedures for the schools you can further 


see that the subject of increased space is one of the prime factors involved 
science, home economics, library, and guidance. For years we have been 
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moving in this direction. The school has been more or less adequate for the 
era in which it was established, but time marches on and a new era in edu- 
cation is developing. Changes must be made if we are to maintain our edu- 
cational position in the state. 


In my opinion, the State Department of Education does not expect miracles 
to happen and it knows that Raymond is only one among many districts which 
are trying to decide the best method of approach to these problems. It does 
expect, however, that the Board and the District will do something about it 
immediately with some planning and action. This means, as | interpret the 
situation in Raymond, the following needs and essentials. 


1. Either expand its own plant by actual construction or additions, or 
take immediate steps to join with other districts in the area a system of a 
Cooperative School District. 


2. Revamp its teaching staff to meet minimum standards in the number 
of classes, number of students, number of courses,and the number of teachers. 


3. Expand and develop such needed facilities as courses in physical 
education, industrial arts, fine arts, library facilities, languages, secretarial 
services adequate administrative space, and program. 


The coming year will be a very important one for the educational system 
of the community. Let us hope that the decisions we have to make will be 
for the best interests of our children in their relations with the future of the 
district. 


May | thank the School Board and others who have helped to develop the 


educational system of Raymond and their efforts in trying to solve some of the 
problems of the past year.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 
To the Superintendent and the School Board: 


Reflecting on the year just past in preparation for this annual report, the 
thought foremost in my mind is that this new year is undeniably a year of 
decision. | say this without fear of contradiction for | have before me a 
copy of the report of the State Department of Education on an official visit 
of three staff members to Raymond High School. The purposes of the afore- 
mentioned visit were twofold: "The first was to clarify what action, if any, 
is necessary to qualify Raymond High School as an Approved High School 
under the Minimum Standards for New Hampshire Secondary Schools which 
will go into effect in September of 1958; the second purpose was to identify 
those aspects of the school plant and program which are in need of attention 
if Raymond is to offer a comprehensive high school program." 


The decisions arrived at, at the coming school district meeting, will be of 
far reaching importance. These decisions will affect not only the future of 
our children but the future of the community itself. We must think ahead. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Our enrollment is on the increase. In the school year 1956-57 we regis- 
tered some three hundred and ninety pupils. In the current school year we 
have already registered four hundred and twenty. 


With the addition of new furniture, we have been able to cope with the 
influx thus far, although, some rooms are overcrowded. 


We have had a heating problem in the section of the building added in 
1948, ever since its erection. This | am happy to report has been corrected. 


| submit for your consideration that over the years the State Health De- 
partment has recommended improvements in the lighting in the old section of 
the building. If we did a few rooms at atime this situation couldbe improved 
without its becoming burdensome. Mrs. Marjorie Reynolds, our School 
Nurse, has made rather extensive use of the electric eye-testing apparatus, 


purchased for the school by the P.T.A., and has discovered a number of 
youngsters with defective vision. In a great many instances this has been due 
to eye strain. This in itself evidences the need for improved lighting. 


| would further suggest as health measures: (1) the complete enclosing of 
the elementary toilet facility, due to its proximity to the cafeteria, and (2) 
provision for a lavatory in the nurses room. 


The P.T.A. has continued the free Dental Clinic for which we are most 
grateful. This program has made it possible for us to secure complete dental 
care for between fifty and sixty youngsters annually. 


SUPERVISION 


We have four new additions to the staff this year and have made the fol - 
lowing change to improve the teacher-learning situation. Instead of hiring a 
Mathematics and Science teacher for the Junior High and one for the High 
School, we split the job and hired two specialists. Now one teacher handles 
all of the Mathematics and the other all of the Science. 


In the elementary school we had planned a special grouping to facilitate 
improvement in the reading program. With an incoming first grade of over 
forty we had to forego the special group work. These youngsters were ab- 
sorbed in the three primary classes according to the reading level of each, 
and the first grade was divided into two classes. 


Action considered necessary under the Minimum Standards in order to im- 
prove the teacher-learning situation at the high school level is as follows: 


1. The programin the vocational and practical arts area must be expand- 
ed to provide 12 units; only 10 units of this type are now taught. The addi- 
tional subjects should be in fields appropriate to the needs of boys. In other 


words vocational subjects. 


2. The Minimum Standards require at least three opportunities in the 
field of music or art. 


3. Class size may not exceed 40 pupils (25 - 30 recommended) . 
4. The maximum different teacher preparations a day is five. 
5. Minimum time requirements must be met. 


6. If and when remodelling or expansion of the present high school is 
undertaken, the development of an adequate library facility must be made. 
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Action strongly recommended by the visiting committee includes: 


1. A careful study of existing educational provisions to determine whether 
the needs of students are now adequately met. Particular attention should be 
given to a systematic course in health and physical education; a three year 
sequence of a modern foreign language; a more adequate program of pupil 
guidance. 


2. Expansion of home economics and science facilities. 
3. Part time, paid secretarial service. 


And one final recommendation | quote directly, “in spite of rapid teacher 
turnover the superintendent and principal have done a remarkably fine job of 
developing the school faculty into an effective teaching team. If Raymond 
is to enjoy the full benefit of these efforts,both personnel and salary policies 
should be carefully and continually restudied in an effort to make certain 
that teachers are retained for several years".

We are most grate- 
ful to Mrs. Natalie Mosby for her assistance as advisor to The Arts and Crafts 
Club.
